APPOINTMENT OF EXECUTIVE DIRECTOR AND BASIS OF OFERATION 


Ottawa -- Edmund C. Bovey, chairman of the Task force on funding 
of the arts in Canada,-.announces the appointment of André 
Fortier as executive director of the Task force, effective 


August 1985. 


A former director of the Canada Council, Mr. Fortier has also 
been under=secretary of State and more recently president of 
the Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council. He is 


well-known as a consultant in cultural matters. 


Finance Minister Michael Wilson and Communications Minister 
Marcel Masse announced the establishment of the Task force 

on June 26, 1985, to examine methods for more effective 
funding of the arts in Canada. The members of the Task force 
are Edmund C. Bovey, chairman, and Joan Chalmers, both from 


Toronto, and Michel Théroux from Montreal. 


The Task force will be primarily concerned with the performing, 
visual and literary arts, in accordance with its terms of 
reference. A discussion paper is being prepared and will soon 

be available to interested groups, organizations and individuals, 
In response to the discussion paper the Task force will welcome 
briefs, suggestions and comments and will initiate consultations
